Frank and August Filer, 
aged respectively 25 and 28, for a con- 
siderable sum of money were prevailed 
upon to subject themselves to the or- 
deal, and at 9 O clock myself and as- 
sistant amputated the little finger 
through the shaft of the second phal- 
anges of the right hand of August, 
and the analogous finger on the per- 
son of Frank, engrafting the part am- 
putated from one person to that ef an- 
other, putting four sutures in each. 
The fingers were dressed and the men 
departed with strict injunctions to say 
nothing about the matter, and to re- 
turn on Thursday morning to have 
their fingers re-dressed. During the 
operation quite an amusing accident 
took place. The little finger of Frank 
Filer had been amputated, wrapped 
in a towel and placed on the steam 


heater. My assistant, in looking for 
something to wipe the blood from his 


hands, took the towel, not noticing 
the r. When I came to look for 
the finger, after the one on the hand 
of August had been amputated, I 
found it gone, but, after an anxious 
search of a few minutes, I happened 
to glance in the slop bucket, and saw 
it floating on the surface. It was 
quickly rescued, placed on the hand 
and bandaged. 

The entire operation was performed 
in less than au hour, without the use 
of anaesthetics or stimulants. Not- 
withstanding my expressed wish, the 
men went down street, exposing them- 
selves to the rain and dampness, and 
at every opportunity told the story of 
the wonderful experiment, contrary 
to my injunctions, desiring to make 
nothing public until the experiment 
was proven beyond the possibility of a 
doubt. 

Twenty-four hours later the men re- 
turned and had their fingers redressed, 
which were found in a very promising 
condition, notwithstanding the expo- 
sure that the men had subjected them 
to. There was a union in the parts 
and a partial circulation. The con- 
tinuity seemed ect, and one of the 
men said that he had sensation in the 
member. I propose to watch the 
cases aod give them my most careful 
attention.

BY TELEGRAPH. 


Railroad Disasters in Missouri-Wreck o 
a Wrecking Train, and Loss of Life. 


Macon, Mo., March 2. 

The passenger train on the Hanni- 
bal and St. Joseph Railroad, which 
left here at 2 o’clock yesterday morn- 
ing, was throwu from the track just 
this side of Bevier, six miles west of 
this city, by a broken rail. The en- 
gine, tender, baggage car and two 
coaches were thrown completely from 
the track down ‘the embankment, 10 
feet high. They were all badly de- 
molished, except the smoking car, in 
which were forty-nine emigrant pas- 
sengers, forty of whom were women 
and children, This ceach kept an 
upright position, but plowing its way 
into the ground some distance from 
the track. The other passenger car 
and one sleeper were thrown from the 
track, first being turned over, while 
only the forward trucks ef the rear 
sleeper went off. In the last car the 
passengers were not awakened by the 
accident and only learned thereof 
when some of the wounded were car- 
ried in. There were nearly 100 pass- 
engers on the train, and that no lives 
were lost and so few injured is remark- 
able. As soon as possible after the 
wreck a wrecking train left Brookfield 
thirty-four miles west of Macon, for 
the scene of the accident, but as a 
train it did pot reach its destination. 
About thirteen miles east of Brook- 
field the engine and two flat cars 
crossed Brush creek bridge safely, but 
the wrecking car proper—the caboose 
and the passenger coach—on which 
were physicians and other citizens of 
Brookfield, coming to the passenger 
wreck, broke through and went down 
thirty feet in a mass of broken timbers 
and maimed humanity. Of those on 
the cars which went down, Dr. Wood 
of Brookfield, Frank Locke and Geo. 
Zewick of Hannibal, Mo., and four 
others were killed, and of fifty per- 
sons on the train no one escaped with- 
out injury. No train has passed east 
or west since the accident. 


Progress of the Kalloch Case, 
San Francisco, March 2. 

In the Kalloch case to-day a num- 
ber of witnesses testified for the de- 
fense, among them the well-known 
sporting men, Con Mooney and Abe 
Gentry, both of whom swore that be- 
ing in a saloon at the corner of Bush 
and Kearney, opposite the Chronicle 
office, they heard six shots fired, the 
first two being almost simultaneous. 
P. J. Whalen testified that he wit- 
nessed the shooting through the win- 
dow, and when the first shot was fired 
he saw two flashes about a foot apart. 
He did not, however, see De Youny’s 
pistol until after he had got past the 
gate of the counter. 

In the Kalloch case the witnesses 
who testified this morning were cross- 
examined, but their testimony not im- 
peached. Oniy oné new witness was 
examined, and his testimony was un- 
important.

Lonpon, March 2. 

Men engaged in the fight at Spitz- 
kop state that the shot that killed Gen- 
eral Colley was fired at four paces 
from bim. 

The correspondent at Prospect Hill, 
who was taken prisoner and released 
by the Boers, reports that be had an 
interview with Joubert, the Boer com- 
mandant, who complained of General 
Colley for bringing on a battle when 
peace negotiations were proceeding, 
and said the Boers were prepared to 
treat for peace only on the basis of 
liberty. An offensive Irish renegade 
was with Joubert, and appeared to be 
his civil adviser. 

Chatham and Gibraltar will furnish 
an immediate draft of troops for the 
Transvaal. 

The troops under orders for Natal 
will increase the force there by 5,000.
